[| l. In mid-November 1950, the Neuruspin (N 53/3 49) airfiold was not 
occupied by jet aircraft nor cid aircraft of this tyoe land there. 
(1) The rumray, ahout 2,000 meters long, bovins at. ; 
“iittstock illee, (2) the widened onds of the rumvay, where the 
aircraft turn, have no conercte surfaces. The taxivay bevins about 
120 metors from cach end of the runway and runs in a circle 
toward the asphalt apron in front of the former hanrars 1 and 2. (3) 
There were numerous cracks and dios in the runway about 1,600 to 
1,099 meters from its casteorn ond, where the base wac in poor con= 
dition. Nangar 3 was repaired and used for biolanes. Some of the 
laboress were transferred to “erneuchen (1! 53/V 06), where lerze=

[| 2e On 13 ‘ovombor, source drove along the road from Kraenzlin (‘I 53/4 39) 
to Sie-mundshof (1 53/4 39) to determine the western boundary of the 
airfielc., The voint from which source made his observetions was about 
1 im east of the road fork which is about 1 Iq south of Sicymundshof, 
the end of the runway is about 399 meters north of this >oint. He saw 
two voviet sentries, narrow-gauge field railway tracks, a conercte 
mixer which as in operation, and a locomotive with coupled dumpears 

for excavation work, (5) The runway runs in a direction of about 
290/110 degrees. The buildings at the field could not be seen because 
of the Hasenbers. 


3. On 17 November, by using a German prismatic comoass, it was determined 
from “ittstock Allee that the course of the runway was at »xoint 13. (6) 
The runway was about 50x2,200 meters. (2) The entire longth was provided 
with a conerete surface. An extension of the mnway toward the west 
seemed improbable since the terrain there was marshland and the drainace 
ditches were not filled. A person who Imew the field very well doubted 
that the runway was suitable for take=offs and landings by heavy borbers 
because of its poor base, 
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wi¢ht barracks buildings, five temporary quarters, about six 
to eight sheds, and a railroad spur track to the barracks were 
located at the field, 


Take-offs and landings were reneatedly practiced by the biplanes 
at night while the runway was illuminated. No other aircraft tynes 
have been seen. Only sentries wearing red=bordered black evaulets 
were seen at the fisid. 


On 22 November, about 30 lahorors graded the entire eastern section 
of the field. Three narrowerauge ficld trains, cach with about 15 


cumpears and four large orime novsers with four to six heavy rollors 
the field.

fn late November, a resident living in the vicinity of the field 
said that a Soviet major ha’? told hin that the field waa soon to be 
occupied by air force troops equipoed with jet aircraft, Six barracis 
buildings wer. completedly rehabilitated. No hangars were to be built 
for the aircraft. In addition to Neuruppin airfield, the airfields 

at “ttstock (17 SL/U LL) and Perleberg (11 54/T 70) were also to be 
reconditioned, (8) 


The airfield was no longer occupied by army units on 30 Novenber. (1) 
One hundred air force mon were estimated to be thore. The cuard detail 
observed consisted of 15 air force soldiers ver relief. “Jork at the 
field was conpleted, 


About 230 pam. on 30 Novonber, 0 to 50 air force officers ranking 


_ from senior lieutenant to major left the railroad station with their 


baggage en route to the airfiold. <t that time a train coming fron 
the direction of °aulinenaue (N 53/4 36), and another train from the 
direction of Loawenberg (53/4 69), arrived at the railroad station. 


A local resident, who did construction work on the runvay, said that 
the Rauvunion Firm completed the work ot the field about 20 Novonber, 
It was rumored that the laborers wore later to be employed at the 
wemeuchen and Gross Reeren (N 53/4 73) airfields, The execution of 
this project had been postponed and the i’irm noW worle: in Mahlow 
(N 53/2 83). (9)
